A. Commentarers apply the Word Yoke to two 
Senfes, of which both are very probable, tho’ the 
latrer to be preferred. wz. either of the Law and 
Cominancmenrs of God, or of Adverfities ;_ be- 
caufe with thefe the Heat of Yeuth is tempered, 
the Temptations to Sin removed, and the Mind 
ftrengrhened. Butold Men are flow, refractcry, 
confirmed in their Prejudices, untractable, aad 
can neither bear ta be taughre nor corrected. 

Q. Was the Second Bock of Eidrasin the Apocry- 
pha wrore before or after cur Saviour’s time, and by 
whom ? 

A. The two Apocryphal Books of Efdras, at 
leaft, che laft of them was writ by the Famous 
Impoftor Hermas, vulgar'y reputed the Author of 
the ‘ybiline Verfes, and of the famous Book, inti- 
tuled, The Paftor, fo much quoted by the Antrient 
Fathers, and believed by Origen to be a divinely 
infpired Writing. He lived in the Time of the 
Apoftles, and ts p'aced in the number of thofe whom 
St. Pou! (alutes, Rom. 16. 14. 

Q. Great Sirs, There feems to me, fome particu- 
lar Duty to be obferved on a Faft-day, not ordina- 
rily required on a Sabbath, and a Thanksgiving-day ; 
and the Word Fatt fhou'd mean Abftinence, in fome 
meafure at leaft, from our cuftomary Meals, and ufual 
way of feeding. But the Obfervation of a Fajft day 
being various, 1 defive you wou'd gratify me with your 
Anfwer, what » imply'd by the Word Faft, and Low 
Juch a Day ought to bekepe. 

A. You rightly obferve, that keeping a Faft im- 
plies an Abftinence from all Food, which, as we 
have lately hinted, is not meritorious in its felf, 
but only grateful to God for the End of it, the 
Humiliation of our Souls. However without this 
Abftinence it is no Faft, and they are guilty of

prophane Mockery or Superftirion, who think to 
perform this folewn Dury, only by confiaing them- 
feives to fome particular forrs of Food. Nei- 
ther will anentire “Abftinence from Food fi ficient- 
lydifcharge the Duty; but he, that wou’d fincerely 
keep a Fatt, muft perform fuch Réligious Exercifes 
as are proper and {wtable to it. the End of which 
are to work in himfelf an unfeigned Sorrow, con- 
trition and Humiliation of Mind ; and the means 
to procure this is, befides Abftinence, a diligent 
Recolection of ail the Sins he has ac any time 
heen Guilty of, which he ought to reprefent to 
himfelf in al! their Aggravating Circumftances, 
And when he has taken a full view of them in all 
the Compleétions of their natural Turpirude and 
Indecency, and confdered them as applied to him- 
felf with all their difmal Contequences, His next 
bufinefs muft be to pour them forth in mournful 
Confeffions before Almighty Ged, and deprecare 
the Muieries he bas juftly deferved by them. Such 
oughe to be the Exercife of every Mans private Des 
vorions cn Faft days, befides his publick Devotion 
at the Church. 

Q. In the Secret Memoirs of Q. Elizabeth and the 
Ecrl of Leicetter, in the Preface by Dy. Drake ate 
thefe Lines.

A The Dr's ConjeRute appears.to us very ree- 
fonabe; for there ate feveral Partictlars in‘that 
Hiftory, which a Man wou'd have never thought 
of rhat had only defigned ro give a pleafant Ac- 
connt of the Nature of a Fox ; and indeed by the 
very ftrain of it any one might difcover there ‘was 
fome higher Defign in it. 

Q. (Vy are che firft ewelve Roman Emperors called 
tye rv we Ore lars, fince. owly the firft Ax bdd any 
vbldtind dhe Crelarean ®anily, and al the ‘ocber 
fucceedi»g Empercrs bad the fame D gnity and Au- 
thority aw the latter fix ? 

A, We find no other Reafon given for the E 
minency of thefe above the reft, than that they 
were Qomans, and thar after them Foreigners fone- 
times GekCadted to the-Bmpire, of which.Nerv-, 
who immediately fucceeded then, wes the firft. 
And perhaps Suetonius, by writing the Lives of the 
rvetce’ Czas, has Contributed towards rendring 
their Names: more gererally known thanthe reit. 

Q. Gentlemen, what t the’ Reafin that the fame 
Day of the Momeh of different Years w not equaily hot 
ry cold, wien notwithtanding the Sun 6 at an equal 
Di fiance, and the Confiitution of the Air as to Mifis 
and Cimts my b prer to be the fame ? 

A, Vhis is cautéd partly from the Motion of 
the Planers; wiorch wil differently affect the Arr 
according to ther vericus Diftance and Pofiriens 
in Refrect of ane anocher, For if thefe Celeftal 
Bodies may be aliowed to have any Influence on 
the Earth fas it is more than probable they have, 
the Air mult cerrainly be the moft fenfible of ir. 
Bur the chief caufe ot the variety of Weather is the 
Wind or Motion of the Air, which will bring a- 
jong with ir {ech Vapours as are raifed in the 
Coaft from whence it blows, and upon thele de- 
pends the variety of Hear and Cold. If it be ask- 
ed why the Wired it felfis fo various, we aniwer, 
this proceeds from che irregular turface of the Earrh; 
and if this. were {mooth and every where reguiar 
and uniform, we make no fcruple to affirm that 
the Wind wou’d be fubjec& to very Jirtle Change, 
and at the Return of Seafons the Teinperature of 
the Air wou'd be much the fame, But having al- 
ready hinted at the general caufe of Winds, let 
the Reader duly confider that, and this matter will 
require no farther Explication, 

Q. Since Hail aprrars to be Water frozen harder 
than Snow, bow dors it happen that Hai: flail fallin 
warmer Weather ? 

A. Becaule in the Temperare Seafons the mid- 
dle Region of the Air is very cold, as nor being 
affeted with the Hear reflected from the Earth, 


and when it is likewile deprived of the Rays of 


the Sun by the Interpofition of a great and thick 
Cloud, it is brought ro fuch a Degree of Cold, 
thar when the Cloud diffelves it felf into Rain, the 
Drops of Warer by pafling through that violent 
cold Air will be immediately congealed, and fall 
down to the Earth in Particles of Ice of the fame 
Size and Figure almoft as the Drops were,of which 
they were tormed. Buy Snow does not admit of fo 
great a Condenfation, becanfe when it is formed 
all rhe Regions of the Air are very cold, fo that 
the Vapours which rife out of the Earth are ton- 
gealed in their Afcent to the upper Region of the 
Air, which ac firft therefore muft conftuure ex- 
tream finall Particles of Ice ; and thefe touching 
upon one another make Flakes having {mail Inter- 





vals betwixt them , and for rhar Resfon are vert 
porous and light, and are broughr @own to the 
Earth rather by the motion and weight of the in- 
cumben: Air than their own Gravity: Whereas 
Drops of Water bejagath mediately congealed will 
be mucly niote denjeahd heavy.
